'Almost as interesting as the November election itself is-the 


campaign to "get out the vote". Many analyses have been 
made as to the causes for apathy toward the franchise on the 
yjart of more than half the eligible voters oHhe nation. Vague 
issues, multiplicity of -candidates and ignorance of civics and 
government administration on the part of private citizens are 


r among the reasons found for the fact that the choice of pub- 


lic officials is left to a minority of voters^ Reformers expect to 
tackle all these points and still others as fast as they can. 


In the meantime without waiting up for a complete, clearing 


up of the political atmosphere, the public is urged to over- 
come its apathy and to get out and cast its vote this year simp- 
ly as a civic duty.. 


The organizations working toward this end are not political 


or partisan. They include the League_of Women voters, the 
'American Federation of Labor, leading publications, The Na- 
tional Association of, Manufacturers, the Federal Council of 
Churches and even the Boy Scouts of America. 
. Records show that in 1896, So per cent of the voters cast 
ballots; in 1900 only 73 per cent did so; in 1908 the percen- 
tage was 66; in 1912 it was.62,.and in 1920 it was only 49. 
In this land of the free supposedly governed "by the people", 
51 per cent of those who might have expressed their political 
choice Jailed to do so.

versity declares that American jurisprudence will not employ 
psychology in criminal trials until judges and laymen under- 


_ stand more about the workings of the human mind. 
The 


trouble, the eminent lecturer says,- is that the general public 
wants all cases tried as if the culprits were ordinary, "normal 
human beings without the recognition of the contention that, 
where abnormality is congenital, there is no hope of moral 
improvement. 
' 


If Dr., Brill's contention were carried to the extreme, there 


• would be no prisons. They would be closed and lunatic asy- 


lums observation clinics and homes for the mentally deficient 
would take their places. The lecturer contends that a criminal 
must be deficient or he would not commit his .crime. The con- 
tention has an element of truth, let-to a public well fed up on 
split personalities, duel complexes and psycho-emotions the 
statements smack too highly of those scientific and technical 
arguments which in increasing'numbers are obstructing the 
wheels of justice.

Dr. Briir-lays responsibility for failure to grasp these new 


'discoveries' upon the laymen and the courts. He apparently 
ignores the statements of other scientific men, of equally-as 
high rank, that even the" scientific world is not sure of its 
ground when it starts to talk split personalities and duel com- 
plexes. Dr. Brill would have a nation psychologists. That is 
hard to achieve. Until it is achieved all the public wants is 
equal justice for all, without fear and favor of the rich.
